drug addiction is not more prevalent 
among males than females and that 
taking all things into consideration 
MK appears that the drug addiction 
is about equally prevalent in both 
sexes.” 


“The 1 ons of the com- 
mittee have led to the conclusion 
that addiction te the use of these 
habit-forming drugs is not restricted 
to any particular race, nationality or 
class of people. Anyone repeatedly 
Ime a narcotic drug over a pe- 
riod of thirty days, in the case of 
au very susceptible individual for ten 
days, ia in grave danger of becom- 
ing an addict. And when addiction 
has become established it is impos- 
Bible for the individual to discon- 
tinue the use of the drug without 


METHODS OF ACQUIREMENT. 
Data assembled by the commit- 
tee shows that the habit of using 


opiates or cocaine is acquired 
through association with addicts. 
through the physician, and through 


self-medication with those drugs, or 
patent or proprietary preparations 
containing the same. 
In reply to the question relating 
to the nature of dfug addiction. 425 
health officiale stated that the 
physicians in their communities re- 
graded it as a disease, while forty- 
two reported they regarded it as a 
vice. With respect to the treat- 
ment of drug addiction eighty- 
eight health officials reported that 
physicians in their community fol- 
lowed special procedures in the 
treatment of addicts while 351 re- 
ported that the physicians followed 
the procedure commonly known as 
the reduction treatment. These 
health officials also stated that 192 
cities and counties over which they 
had jurisdiction make provision for 
the treatment of addicts in alms 
houses and institutions. 
“What effect, if any, nation-wide 
prohibition. will have on the situa- 
tion it is not definitely determined 
by the committee,” the report says. 
“The concensus of opinion of those 
interested in the subject appears to 
be to the effect that the number of 
addicts will increase as soon as the 
prohibition laws are enforced. These 
opinions are based for the most 
on the theory that drinkers 
will seek a substitute for alchol and 
that the opiates and cocaine will be 
found to be most available for this 
purpose. This opinion apparent- 
ly receives some support from in- 
vestigations made in some of the 
Southern States where prohibition 
has been ineffect for some years. 
It has been noted that in these 
States the sales of narcotic drugs 
and —— especially the sale of 
preparations exempt under the Fed- 
eral anti-narcotic law have been 


greatly increased during this period. 


Whether or not this condition will 
become general when national pro- 
hibition becomes effective is a ques- 
tion which cannot be answered at 
the present time.” 

On “exempt preparations” the 
report says: ‘ 

“The replies received showed that 
a total of 1294 gallons and 175,868 
bottles of drops had been sold 
by 62 per cent. of the druggists who 
replied. (This is a narcotic prepara- 
tion which is largely sold in the 
South.) Estimated on the basis of 
100 per cent. replies there was a 
total of 2508 gallons and 312,934 
bottles of this exempt preparation 
sold by druggists within one year. 

These druggists also reported the 
sale of 1274 gallons and 228,344 bot- 
tles of cordial (another nar- 
cotic which has a large southern 
fale.) On the basis of 52 per cent. 
re this indicates a total of 


* 2584 gations, and 441,056 bottles of 


this preparation the 
same period. 

“Sales of paregoric were reported 
as follows: 77,383 gallons and 10,012 
bottles. Basing the estimate of the 
total upon the 52 per cent. of the 
druggists who reported, there was 
sold a total of 143,327 gallons and 
18,436 bottles of paregoric within 
one year.” 

The causes of drug addiction in 
the order of frequency were given 
by police authorities as follows: Use 
of physicians’ preacriptions, asso- 
cation with other addicts, prohibi- 
tion, use of marcotic drugs for 
chronic diseases, curiosity to learn 
the effects of the drug, prostitution, 
use of patent or proprietary medi- 
eines, use of certain narcotic drues 
as a stimulant, idleness and use by 
dentists.

| WETS SEE WAY TO EVADE DRY LAW. 


WASHINGTON, June 1. — Anti- 
Prohibitioniats are proceeding on 
the theory that, notwithstanding the 
constitutional amendment prohibit- 
ing the manufacture and sale of in- 
toxicating liquors, Congress will be 
able to find a way to evade the 
strict enforcement of the provisian 
and that actual prohibition will ex- 
ist only in such States as have pro- 
hibitory laws and provide for their 
enforcement by States themselves. 
Upon the authority of one of the 
leading opponents of prohibition in 
the Senate, it can be stated that the 
liquor interests expect the question 
to be one which will figure in all 
future congréssional campaigns and 
will be decided variously as the 
Congresses elected are for or against 
prohibition. 

The statement is made that Con- 
grease will be competent at any 
time to declare that beer and wine 
are not intoxicants in the meaning 
of the Constitution, and that whisky 
may be made and sold under such 
restrictions and for such purposes 
as may be defined by Congress. 

Bince the amendment divides the 
power of enforcement between the 
Federal government and the States, 
Congress can refuse to enact en- 
forcing legislation or can repeal any 
such legislation that may have been 
adopted.

“The remark itself among purely 
utterances is far 


mystical more 
magnificent than we today fully 
realize. It is much more sensation- 


al than saying at the present day, 
confronted with the slums and the 
West End of London, that the rich 
and the poor do not exist because 
the form which the struggle of 
wealth and poverty has taken in our 
own time, the form which is broad- 
ly called ‘capitalism’ is a thing very 
recent and already perishing. 

“Capitalism in the sense of the 
tenth century at to combine 
equality of men m competition with 
inequality of property, never was a 
system. It whs a crisis, and the 
orisis is very nearly over. We hap- 
pen in this generation to have 
grown up in it, but it began a very 
short time ago: The angry work- 
men who are today resisting the 
competition of capitalism in cértain 
directions, are, after all, only the 
grandsons of great-grandeons of the 
angry workmen who smashed the 
machinery when modern industrial 
capitalism was first introduced into 
the world. 

“We have grown up in it, we have 
geen it as it is in the streets, in the 
factories, in the police courts, every- 
where. And we can say of it what 
we can also say of the military em- 
pire of Prussia, that whatever wild 
und bewildering things may take its 
place, we shall remember that we 
knew it, and thank Almighty God 
that it is dead. ; 

“But it was no such thing that 
Christians, 
when they were talking of slavery. 
It was not an agonized crisis of 
Competition -between the rich and 
poor, or of ah unequal struggle, in 
which the weakest are always goin 
to the wall—a thing inevitable an 
in itself intolerable to any man. 
It was a perfectly settled and com- 
preheneively sane order of things. 
That order of things has existed, as 
far as anybody knew then or as far 
as anybody ows now, from the 
very beginning of the world. 

FREEDOM IN SLAVERY. 


“Slavery is older than histyry. It 
Was a system generally Kumane. 
often humorous and philosophical. 
It allowed great sages and great 
thinkers to exist ag slaves and to 
write as slaves. The tradition that 
men like Euclid and Aesop were 
siaves and the fact that Epictetus 
was a slave illustrates the fact that 
man had settled down into the sys- 
tem, so that he was at least ai 
leisure to think. 

“As a mere matter of history, the 
character of the new world that 
gradually grew up out of the fall 
of the Roman empire was that al! 
its institutions were marked by a 
pew idea. 

“That new idea was the idea of 
the vow. The old world had been 
one of status, that is to say, 
were a slave or a or any- 
thing else, broadly speaking, because 
you were born into that condition 
or were compelled by law into that 
condition. 

“You were humanely treated very 
often. You were very often far more 
comfortable than most workingmen, 
even in conditions of free competi- 
tion, but you were there because 
you ‘were there’ or were told to 
be there. 

“The character of inatitutions in 


be the middle ages. whether we like 


them or dislike them, was this, that 
men were bound. That is to say, 
you found an individual man, let 
us say, bound by a vow to be a 
monk, bound by a vow of marriage, 
bound often by a vow of chivairy, 
or bound as a member of a guild 
and obliged to practice a certain 
eraft on certain lines.

WASHINGTON, June 1.—Millions 
of hand grenades, manufactured for 
ultimate delivery to the German 
army via the business end of Yank 
fighting units, will go to encourage 
thrift among the school children of 
the United States.

He informed me of the re- 
port -that Wilhelm has had clande- 
stine visite in the night from in- 
dividuals trusted in high German 
royalist circles. His visitors slink 
back over the border before day- 
light. However, I am convinced 
that Wilhelm makes no move in 
the six-acre lot whereof the Allies 
are not cognizant. It is aiso evi- 
dent that if ‘the Allies finally de- 
cide to place Wilhelm on trial for 
his highly concentrated crime of 
murder, they will have to dig him 
out of Amerongen castle by physi- 
cal force. 

Sentiment in court circles in Hol- 
land is against extradition because 
of Wilthelmina’s German husband 
but high Dutch officials who have 
Holland's interests alone at heart 


Wilhelm to Allied military guards 
by asking them to proceed 
dig him out.

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TRIKES AND THE LAW. 

The United States Circuit Court has 
performed a valued service in setting forth 
in a recent decision thé respective rights of 
employer, employee and the public in labor 
controversies. 

For years the labor unions have been as- 
suming that, in calling a strike, they re- 
ceived license to commit acts of intimida- 
tion and violence. They wave assumed that 
they have the right to beat their opinions 
into another man's head with a club, and 
that “peaceful pergiasion” may at times be 
der. 

Decisions of certain lower-court judges in 
labor-union districts have at times lent a 
modicum of color to that contentfon. 

In denying an appeal taken by the rail- 
road brotherhoods against gn injunction 
handed down by Judge Bledsoe in the case 
of the Pacific Electric Railway strike last 
year the court took occasion to quote a 
number of Supreme and Circuit Court de- 
cisions in labor controversies. They form 


an elementary bill of rights setting forth 


clearly what both employer and employee 
may and may not do. The Federal courts 
have held that: 
Type right of an employer to engage 
‘whomsoever he choses is as strong and 
unassailable as the right of an employee 
to quit work. 

The right of one man to work is as 
much entitled to respect as the right of 
another to cease work or to strike. 

Every man has the right Ao the pur- 
suit of his lawful business or employ- 

ment undisturbed, and any act per- 
formed with intent to disturb the full 
and unrestrained exercise of his facul- 
ties and wishes in such employment ‘is 
plainly unlawful. 

He has the right of privacy and free- 
dom from molestation from private per- 
sons, hostile or otherwise, at his home, 
at his lodging, at his place of work 
he has the right to walk the streets 
without annoyance from the unwelcome 
attention of others, so long as he is con- 
ducting himself in a lawful manner. 

Any act having in it the element cf 
intimidation, reion or abuse, physi- 
cal or verbal, or invasion of the rights 
of privaty, when not performed under 
sanctions of law by those empowered 
to enforce the law, is unlawful. 

« Every act of speech, of gesture or of 
conduct which “any fair-minded man” 


work assault or abuse upon him is un- 
lawful. | 

‘ Commenting upon these principles of Jaw, 
Federal Judge Killits observed: “These 
Propositions are so elemental that, but fur 
the confusion which exists in many minds 
that a labor controversy affects the com- 
monest rules of life, it would seem a waste 
of time to state them. Not a syl- 
lable of the Clayton Act or of any other 
law, whether legislation of Congress or of 
the common law, sanctions any of the inci- 
dents we have referred to. They are 80 
plain, and the answers involved to the ques- 
tions are so certain, that no one called upon 
to enforce the law, if he has but ofdin 

intelligence, will plainly fail to do hig dufy 
when, in his presence, a fellow-citizen suf- 
fers an invasion of his rights of this char- 
acter. The personal rights to which we 
have alluded are, in each inbtance, ‘precise- 
ly those upon which the striker himself 
would insist were the conditions reversed.”

But the Su- 
preme Court in that decision observes: 
“Whatever may be the advantage of col- 
lective bargaining, it is not bargaining at 
ell, in any sense, unless it is voluntary on 
both sides.“

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ARMERS VERSUS §TATE “OCIALISM. 
| North Dakota is about to hold an eiec- 


tion of epochal importance to every Stato 


in the Union. On June 26 the voters of 
that commonwealth will be asked to pass 
judgment on State socialism. 

För the first time in history the weapons 
of the initiative and referendum will be 
turned against the radicals who designed 
them. Machine government in North Da- 
kota has become so oppressive that the 
“farmers have risen in rebellion. Under che 
adroit autocracy of the Townley crowd so- 
cialism is already in possession of the Gov- 
ernor, the Legislature, the judicature and 
nearly all the State offices. It is backed 
by plenty of boodle and an extensively-sub- 
sidized press. The farmers rely on 
the merits of their case and the wrongs 
that they have suffered. 

At the last general election the voters in 
North Dakota were grievously misled by 
the fake promises and clever misrepresenta- 
tiong of the so-called Nonpartisan League 
and its president, A. C. Townley. Taking 
a leaf from the Hiram Johnson book in 
California, Townley posed as a Republican 
and, having obtained control of the Repub- 
licaa organization in North Dakota, pro- 
ceeded to use it for his own ‘personal ag- 
grandizement. Thus he contrived to saddle 
on the farmers of the State his own polit- 
fecal machine. Bismarck went Sacramento 
one. better. 

Before the war the set my had been dis- 
satisfied with the prices they were getti 
for their wheat. When A. C. Townley in 
1914 organized the Nonpartisan League for 
the avowed relief of the farmers they re- 
sponded eagerly to his glittering represen- 
tations. In 1916 the league was strong 
enough to capture the Republican party. 
The chief bait held out to the agricultural. 
population was the establishment of a ter- 
minal elevator, owned and operated by the 
State. By the magic of misreason this was 
expected at once to bring wealth and pros- 
perity to every g farmer. ; 

In 1916—still pos officially as the Re 
publican party—the league made a clean 
sweep of the State. The State elevator bill, 
to the delight of the farmers, passed the 
Legislature. Then, under instructions from 
Grand Master Townley, Gov. Frazier ve- 
toed it. 7 

The reason for this doublecrossing of 
the farmers by the Nonpartisan League was 
obvious. The league president did not wat 
the bill to became a law because its enact- 
ment might put a damper on his whole cam- 
paign of discontent and thus interfere with 
the larger alms he had in view. 

Townley’s real political objects, however, 
were demonstrated by the measures that 
were actually adopted and approved by the 
Governor. One of these empowered the 
State “to engage in industrial enterprises 


edness of the State was raised to “the limit 
of the sky.” When the farmers realized 
that Townley would be practically the bust- 
ness manager treasurer under these 
Dilanket powers of administration they be- 
gan to sit up and take notice. 

Four arbitrary measures were passed in 
1919 which showed even more clearly the 
real alms of the Nonpartisan League. 

(1.) Industrial Commission law, ap- 
erated by three members, with general pow- 
efs over all utilities and businesses in the 
State. 

(2.) The Bank of North Dakota law, 
which practically handed over all North 
Dakota banks to the custody of the Non- 
partisan League. 

(3.) The Mill and Elevator Association 
law, providing that the State shall estab- 
lish a system of elevators, flour mills, fac 
tories, manufacturing plants, te. 

(4.) The Home Building Association law, 
by which the State shall engage in the en- 
terprise of providing homes for its resi- 
dents and exercise the right of eminent do- 
main.

By the ref- 
erendum they sought to reverse the blanket 
powers the State machine was plaaning to 
assume and by the initiative to substitute 
relief measures of their own, as applied 
solely to the marketing of their farm prod- 
ucts. 

The petition filed called for an election 
to be held on July 8, in order that both the 
measures might be passed on at the same 
time. In a few days 17,000 signatures were 
attached to the petition and the number 
rapidly grew to 30,000. Even by straining 
the State Constitution the Townleyites could 
not defeat this expressed will of the voters. 
But the Governor did the best. he could for 
his Boss Townley. He changed the dato of 


the special election to Juue 26, thus prevent- | 
ing the initiative measures from going on 


the ballot. By this move he hoped to per- 
suade the farmers that if théy voted the 
negation of the machine programme they 
would inevitably lose the State grain ele- 
vator, which was the only item in the non- 
2 programme that they really de- 

So now big fight is on. In spite of 
the w ng of Gov. Frazier and the bull- 
dosing of Townley, the issue is a clean-cut

less salary than street-sweepers: high-school principals and superintendents 
less than section foremen; country school-teachers less for instructing the 


5 farmer’s children than he pays his hired man to feed his hogs. 


In a certain town of Illinois, for instance, the average wage of fifteen 
miners for one month was $217; while the average monthly salary of fif- 
teen teachers in the same town was.$55. In another town a miner, who, by 
the way, was an enemy alien, drew more than $2700 last year, while the sal- 
ary of the high-school principal in the same town was $765. We welcome 
with all our hearts the long-belated recognition that is being given to the 
man who works with his hands. We believe that this same workingman will

Pittman, who promises a determined 
fight in the present Congress to keep 
our petroleum resources in the 
hands of American citizens.
